Gentlemen, 

I  'have  the  honour  to  submit  my  thirteenth  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  of  the  Health  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1942. 

In  spite  of  three  years  of  war  the  health  of  the  town  is  well 
maintained  ;  the  prevalence  of  Scabies,  however,  continues  to  pro¬ 
vide  anxiety.  The  administrative  measures  to  combat  this  condition 
are  working  well  but  the  difficulty  is  with  the  slight  and  unidenti¬ 
fied  cases.  The  public  must  understand  the  highly  contagious 
nature  of  “itch”  and  the  necessity  for  early  diagnosis  and  treat¬ 
ment. 

The  birth  rate  although  improved  is  tragically  below  where 
it  ought  to  be.  The  community  needs  a  constant  flow  of  young 
life  not  only  to  meet  natural  loss  but  also  to  make  good  the  toll  of 
life  consequent  On  the  waging  of  hostilities.  The  •  application  of 
easily  accessible  means  whereby  love  may  be  dissociated  from  the 
birth  of  children  aggravates  the  problem.  Unless  somk  marked 
change  of  outlook  is  forthcoming  there  will  be  a  very  serious 
diminution  of  the  population  in  the  next  few  years  followed  by 
rapid  decline. 

Many  people  are  badly  housed  ;  bad  houses  breed  more  than 
disease,  they  breed  misery,  immorality,  crime,  revolution.  There 
can  be  no  social  security  unless  the  people  are  decently  housed  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  problems  of  population  and  housing  will 
be  met  in  bold  and  statesmanlike  fashion  now  ;  procrastination  will 
spell  disaster. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  has  continued  its  favour¬ 
able  course.  There  was  a  slight  increase  of  little  significance  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 

The  year  has  been  characterised  by  a  good  deal  of  anxiety 
not  only  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  department  but  in  work 
associated  with  the  prosecution  of  the  war  and  I  am  grateful  for  the 
support  of  my  staff  who  have  given  loyally  and  ungrudgingly  of 
their  best.  *

2.— AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  Borough  is  provided  with  two  civilian  ambulances  which 
are  available  for  accidents  and  the  transport  of  the  sick,  etc. 

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular  2502,  the 
Civilian  Ambulance  Service  was  handed  over  to  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  by  the  National  Fire  Service  on  the  1st  April,  1942. 

Under  arrangements  with  the  local  Air  Raid  Precautions 
Authority  each  ambulance  is  manned  by  a  driver  and  attendant 
attached  to  the  Civil  Defence  First  Aid  Party  and  Ambulance 
Services.  Accommodation  for  the  vehicles  and  personnel  is  pro- 
ided  at  the  Keighley  and  District  Victoria  Hospital. 


As  from  the  above  date  the  Keighley  Corporation  entered  into 
an  agreement  with  the  Keighley  and  District  Victoria  Hospital 
whereby  the  use  of  the  ambulances  was  made  available  to  contri¬ 
butors  to  their  Workpeople’s  Collection  Scheme  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  Hospital  Area  in  accordance  with  the  following  scale 
of  charges  : — 

(1)  Accidents  within  the  Borough.  Free. 

(2)  Stretcher  cases  within  the  Hospital  Area.  On  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  a  Medical  Attendant  and  who  are  unable  to 
use  normal  means  of  conveyance. 

Members  of  Victoria  Hospital  3d.  per  week  (1942)  Con¬ 
tributory  Scheme.  Free. 

Other  Persons  :  Charge  at  discretion  of  Hospital  Authori¬ 
ties  not  exceeding  5/-  within  the  Borough  and  l/6d.  per 
mile  (including  outward  and  inward  journeys)  in  other 
parts  of  the  Hospital  Area,  plus  waiting  time  in  excess  of 
half -hour  at  the  rate  tof  l/3d.  per  half-hour  or  portion 
thereof. 

(3)  Cases  outside  Hospital  Area.  A  charge  is  made  by  the 
Corporation  at  the  rate  of  l/6d.  per  mile  (including  out¬ 
ward  and  inward  journeys)  for  the  first  30  miles  and  1/- 
per  imiile  for  each  additional  mile  or  part,  plus  waiting  time 
in  excess  of  half -hour  at  the  rate  of  l/3d.  per  half -hour 
or  portion  thereof. 

The  ambulances  were  called  out  on  845  occasions  throughout 
the  year  and  covered  a  total  of  5375  miles.

6.— INSTITUTIONAL  MIDWIFERY. 


The  question  of  the  accomodation  of  maternity  cases  desiring 
institutional  treatment  arose  as  a  result  of  the  congestion  in  the 
maternity  wards  at  the  County  Hospital,  Keighley,  whereat  such 
cases  had  been  previously  treated. 

The  County  Gouncil  decided  that  the  bookings  of  “private” 
cases  (approximately  half  of  the  total  number)  should  cease  and  that 
future  bookings  of  residents  in  the  Borough  of  Keighley  area,  other 
than  those  in  receipt  of  Public  Assistance,  would  be  accepted  only 
on  the  financial  authority  of  the  Keighley  Corporation  and  that 
the  following  types  of  cases  should  be  admitted  : — 

(1)  Cases  of  abnormality  where  maternity  home  treatment  was 
desirable. 

(2)  Patients  where  home  conditions  were  certified  as  unsuitable 
for  confinement. 

(3)  Primiparae. 
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Subject  to  accommodation  being  available,  patients  in  excess 
of  those  accommodated  in  the  County  Hospital,  Keighley,  would  be 
admitted  to  the  Walton  Hall  Emergency  Maternity  Home. 

The  basis  of  charges  for  riiaintenance  in  the  maternity  wards 
at  the  County  Hospital,  Keighley,  are  as  follows  : — , 

Tihe  charge  made  by  the 'County  Council  to  the  Keigfhley  Cor¬

1 . — NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

200  visits  of  investigation  were  paid  and  197  for  the  purpose 
of  disinfection. 

No  cases  of  Smallpox  were  notified. 

(a)  Measles. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  891.  No 
deaths  were  registered, 

(b)  Whooping  Cough. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  45. 
There  was  1  death. 

(c)  Scarlet  Fever. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  106. 
No  deaths  were  registered.  90.6%  of  the  notified  cases  were 
removed  to  Hospital. 

(d)  Diphtheria. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  32.  2 

deaths  occurred  and  96.9%  of  the  notified  cases  were  removed  to 
Hospital. 

(e)  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — 1  leases  were  notified,  which  were 
removed  to  Hospital.  The  deaths  registered  numbered  8. 
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(f)  Para-Typhoid  Fever. — No  cases  were  notified. 

(g)  Zymotic  Enteritis  (Summer  Diarrhoea). — No  cases  came 
to  the  notice  of  the  Department.

There 
were  no  deaths. 

(n)  Dysentery. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  4.  There 
were  no  deaths. 

2.— CANCER— MALIGNANT  DISEASE.

The  number  of  infant  consultations  held  by  the  medical  officers 
in  charge  oif  the  vaiibus  centres  was  5,658.  The  total  number  of 
Toddlers  on  the  registers  shows  a  slight  decrease. 

36  children  were  treated  by  artificial  sunlight.  Minor  ailments 
treated  were  30  and  orthopaedic  cases  treated  were  4 1 . 

The  number  of  mothers  referred  from  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics 
for  dental  treatment  Was  26.  The  number  of  cases  referred  from 
Toddlers’  Clinics  for  dental  treatment  was  9. 

The  Postural  Clinic  continues  on  similar  lines.  Details  of  this 
work  are  embodied  in  the  Annual  Report  of  "the  School  Medical 
Officer  for  the  current  year. 

Infant  Life  Protection. 

7  cases  were  already 
under  supervision  from  the  previous  year.  104  visits  were  made.

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WAR-TIME  DAY  NURSERY. 

The  War-time  Day  Nursery,  "Woodbine,”  Skipton  Road, 
Keighley,  was  open  303  days  during  the  year.  The  total  number 
of  attendances  was  as  follows  : — 

0 — 2  years  —  3,354  showing  an  average  of  11  per  day 

2 — 5  years  —  4,227  showing  an  average  of  14  per  day 

The  total  average  attendances  per  day  was  25,  accommodation 
is  provided  for  40  and  the  prevalence  of  Measles  was  responsible 
for  adversely  affecting  the  average  attendance  figure. 

The  staff  includes  the  Matron,  Deputy  Matron  and  Child  Care 
Reserve  Nurses  in  the  proportion  of  one  per  five  children.  The 
domestic  staff  consists  of  a  cook,  housemaid  and  handyman  ;  the 
day  nursery  operates  under  the  direction  of  the  Day  Nursery 
Management  Committee. 

4.— KEIGHLEY  INFANTS’  AID  SOCIETY. 

This  Society  still  continues  to  readily  co-operate  with  the 
*  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee,  even  though  working 
under  considerable  handicaps. 

F.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 
THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  Borough  Waterworks  Undertaking  is  described  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1938. 

The  Water  Engineer  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  in¬ 
formation  : — 

Total  consumption  of  water  within  the  Borough  for  the  year 

1942  for  all  purposes — 39.32  gallons  per  day.  For  domestic 

and  unmeasured  purposes  22.43  gallons  per  day. 

203  samples  of  water  have  been  bacteriologically  examined 

and  the  quality  of  the  filtered  and  treated  water  has  been 

satisfactory. 

Close  co-operation  between  the  two  Departments  continues  in 

the  matter  of  water  supplies. 
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There  are  still  numerous  private  water  supplies,  particularly 
in  connection  with  farm  premises,  which  have  been  frequently 
sampled  in  the  past  and  the  users  advised  as  to  necessary  precau¬ 
tions  where  the  index  of  pollution  indicated  this  as  desirable.  Such 
premises  are  outside  the  present  economic  possibility  of  having  a 
suitable  alternative  wholesome  supply  laid  on  from  the  town's 
mains. 

During  the  year  seven  such  samples  were  taken,  two  of  which 
were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  were  the  subject  of  the  above- 
mentioned  advice. 

Extension  of  the  town’s  supply  to  outlying  districts  such  as 
Goose  Eye,  Stanbury  and  Upper  Marsh,  Oxenhope,  where  com¬ 
paratively  small  groups  of  dwellings  are  served  by  private  supplies, 
still  stands  deferred  until  after  the  War  due  to  the  shortage  of  man¬ 
power  and  material  and  the  veto  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  such 
works. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  has  been  no  evidence  of  river  or  stream  pollution 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Department  during  the  year. 

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  are  no  privately  owned  swimming  pools  in  the  district, 
but  the  Corporation  own  two  swimming  baths  of  the  first  and 
second  class  types,  which  are  described  in  the  1938  Report. 

DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE,  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  five  sewage  disposal  works  are  fully  described  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1938. 

No  extension  to  the  sewerage  of  the  district  has  been  carried 
out  during  the  year.

2. — OVERCROWDING. 

The  circumstances  described  in  the  1941  Report  have  naturally 
progressed  to  a  more  morbid  state  and  no  relief  is  anticipated  from 
this  until  the  Government  authorise  Re-hc  using  Schemes  which  are, 
of  course,  under  current  consideration. 

12  recommendations  to  the  Housing  Committee  were*  made  on 
the  grounds  of  technical  overcrowding  following  50  investigations. 
One  occupier  was  required  to  ajaate  overcrowding  where  circum¬ 
stances  indicated  that  such  overcrowding  was  avoidable.  One 
licence  has  been  issued  fot  temporary  overcrowding  due  to  abnormal 
circumstances. 

Since  the  operation  of  the  Act  only  4,379  houses  have  been 
supplied  with  the  “permitted  number”  by  the  Department. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  two  in  the  Borough,  solely  used  by  men,  and  they 
are  well  maintained.  50  inspections  were  made. 

As  a  result  of  Ministry  of  Health  advice  re  the  danger  of 
Louse-borne  Typhus  Fever  such  premises  are  inspected  weekly  to  t 
determine  from  the  evidence  available  the  number  of  inmates  who 
are  actually  carrying  lice  on  their  persons.  An  examination  of  the 
bedding  reveals  this  state  of  affairs.  By  arrangement  with  the 
Keeper  the  men  are  as  soon  as  practicable  transported  to  the  Dis¬ 
infestation  Station  for  appropriate  treatment  to  their  bodies, 
clothing  and  other  effects.

A  100%  system  of  meat  inspection  is  in  force,  and  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  this  system  the  Inspectors  were  on  duty  at  the  Public 
Abattoir  on  698  occasions  and  on  duty  at  private  slaughterhouses 
on  4  occasions,  and  103  special  slaughtering  visits  were  paid  to  farm 
premises  for  occasional  licensed  slaughter  of  pigs.

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MILK  SUPPLY . 

Production.  Jji  the  Borough  are  245  cowkeepers  at  251  milk 
farms  housing  approximately  3,252  cows  in  a  total  of  378  cowsheds. 
50  of  these  farms  are  licensed  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
to  produce  “Accredited’'  milk  and  one  to  produce  “Tuberculin 
Tested’’  milk. 

Purveying.  There  are  209  wholesale  traders  ( 108  of  these  also 
retailing)  and  179  retailing  only  (the  latter  including  132  shops  regis¬ 
tered  for  the  sale  of  bottled  milk) .  One  shop-keeper  is  licensed  to 
sell  “Tuberculin  Tested  (Certified)  ’’  milk,  produced  and  bottled  in 
the  Skipton  Rural  District.  One  licence  to  pasteurise  bulk  milk  was 
extended  for  the  year,  and  the  holder  of  this  licence  retails  pasteur¬ 
ised  milk  at  21  shops  in  the  district. 

638  visits  to  cowsheds  and  299  visits  to  dairy  premises  were 
made.

REPRESSION  OF  VERMIN.

471  visits  were  paid  by  the  Ratcatcher  to  infested  premises  and 
567  rats  were  known  to  have  been  caught  or  baits  taken.  It  is,  of 
course,  impossible  to  record  how  many  rats  have  been  destroyed 
in  addition  to  this  figure  as  a  result  of  advice  given. 

Verminous  Houses  and  Household  Effects. 

The  facilities  for  disinfestation  prior  to  removal  to  Corporation 
houses,  as  described  in  the  1938  report,  are  still  available. 

381  inspections  were  made  of  223  alleged  verminous  premises, 
following  which  liquid  and  gaseous  vermicide  treatment  has  been 
carried  out  in  49  instances  by  a  private  contractor. 

In  addition  to  this  formal  action,  other  informal  action  in  the 
form  of  advice  has  resulted  in  numerous  other  premises  being 
treated  by  owners  and  occupiers  to  repress  vermin. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  the  Council's  Inspector  under 
these  Acts  and  senior  officers  of  the  Police  act  as  officers  of  Local 
Authority  for  the  purpose  of  granting  licences  and  other  administra¬ 
tive  duties.
